
Operation Mission: The mission of this operation is to focus on and to enforce 
property crimes with in the surrounding area of Ocean Sector. Officers plan to on- 
view thefts, as they occur, and arrest the suspects accordingly. The goal is to 
deter property crimes, in the Ocean Sector and also apprehend the suspects who 
are responsible for the many property crimes that occur daily. All crimes that 
occur may also be enforced if reasonable and necessary to do so, at the 
discretion of the Officers and Operations Supervisor. 


Today we will have a bait bicycles deployed in the target area, which statistically 
has a very high bicycle theft rate, in addition to a fjigh car prowl rate. According to 
Detective Kolette Monner and SeaStat Analyis, this area has been determined a 
high-risk area, for property crimes to occur. 


Property Crimes are a concern and focus for the South Precinct due to the 
number of reported events in Ocean Sector alone, as well as the Precinct as a 
whole. Captain Grossman has announced that he is focused on property crimes 
and how it affects the citizens of the South Precinct. He has placed many of the 
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precinct efforts into the area of deterring car prowls and has offered many 
resources to assist the South Precinct Officers and Detective in preventing them. 

We intend to create a POLICE presence in the Ocean Sector that will deter future 
property crimes from occurring, and to protect the citizens and their property. The 
goal for today is to reduce property crime, recover the bait bicycles, and conduct 
interviews for successful prosecution.

Description of Operation: 

South Precinct Officers and Detectives will be conducting undercover observation in the area 
between 4 Ave s and Airport Way S, along S Holgate St. The bait bicycles will be places 
somewhere along S Holgate St, in this few blocks span. When Detectives witness a suspect 
taking the bicycle, they will radio out the location, suspect description, and their direction of 
travel. 

South Precinct Bike Officers will then move in and detain the suspects and mirandize the 
suspects upon arrest. Detectives will Briefly interview the suspects. Specifically ask if the 
bicycle belongs to them, and if anyone gave them permission to take the bicycle. 
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South Precinct ACT and Patrol Officers will then transport the arrested to KCJ, and take care 
of any property needs belonging to the suspects. (Inventory of belongings and/or Safekeeping). 

South Precinct Detectives will be responsible for all paper work associated with the operation, 
to include GEO reports, and Super forms. In the case of a felony or juvenile arrest, all 
participants need to write an Officer statement per their involvement in the arrest. If 

applicable, any Use of Force that occurs will be reported to and investigated by the Officer using 
force’s direct supervisor. 

Any VUCSA’s that we come across will be documented by South Precinct Detectives, 
(photographs, weighing, measuring, packaging, etc.) and an amended Super form will be faxed 
to KCJ later, if needed.
